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The ASG Senior Management Council (ASMC) provides the vision and strategic 
direction. The ASMC Coordination Executive (ACE) develops and implements 
the strategy and synchronizes efforts. 


The ASG Operations Forum manages GEOINT operations 
and directs GEOINT development across the ASG. 


The ASG Acquisition Forum directs the identification and 
guides the development of capabilities and requirements 
necessary to establish a scalable, flexible and responsive ASG. 


The ASG Standards Forum provides standards-based 
solutions for Foundation GEOINT, structured observation 
management, activity-based intelligence analytics and 
supporting web services. 


The ASG R&D Forum bridges the gap between 
R&D and operations through the presentation 
of operational needs to the R&D community and 
the communications and transition of technical 
solutions across the ASG.

Strategy 


Functional and mission management are the building blocks 
of the ASG. 

Mission management involves learning through trust, 
demonstrating progress and conducting pilot projects that 
show results for partners' mutual benefit. 


The ASG builds an integrated and mutually supportive 
allied GEOINT enterprise to meet individual and collective 
warfighting and intelligence needs. 

To fulfill this mission, the partners marshal talent and 
resources around three goals:

Enhance the GEOINT profession 


Working together, the FVEY partners provide each other 
global, regional and civil GEOINT support. 

This arrangement enables the partners to collectively manage 
risk and overcome challenges relating to professional talent, 
big data and integration of commercial GEOINT while 
anticipating and defending against complex threats.
